WASTE OF PUBLIC MONEY. 

In the speech of Mr. Starne, published in this 
paper yesterday, the statement is made that, in 
the provision for State charities in Illinois, there 
is at least one salaried officer or employe for 
every four patients, and that the construction- 
account for buildings for the accommodation of 
the unfortunate shows that it has cost $1,000 to 
provide house-room for each of the blind, mute, 
and insane accommodated by the State. This, 
as we understand it, is the cost of the buildings 
alone. Taking the average of the homes of the 
people throughout the State, $1,000 will 
mote than cover the cost of the family 
residence. The cost of maintenance for each 
of the State’s wards is not given, but, 
in the matter of building, there can be no com- 
plaint of a want of liberality. The tendency in 
all such matters is ta extravagance. It seems 
to be accepted as a settled thing that, when the 
Goverment, proposes to erect a building for a 
particular purpose, buch building should cost 
twice as much as if it were put up for a like pur- 
pose by private capital. Thus, private persons 
can put up a hospital capable of accommodating 
a given number of patients for one-half what 
the State or city can have the same work done 
for; and nine times out of ten the building 
erected for the public is greatly inferior in 
every sense. The fact is that the political 
morality of the day concedes, to a great extent, 
the lawfulness of cheating the Government 
whenever an occasion offers. The practice has 
been general that, whenever a State has to ex- 
pend money to purchase sites and erect public 
buildings, the business becomes the patronage 
of the political party in power. Hence none but 
true and tried Republicans (or Democrats) can 
be trusted with the selection of the site, the let- 
ting of contracts, and the handling of thé money 
to build a school-bouse, a hospital, or an aéylum 
for idiots. The expenditure of money for the 
public is part of the plunder which is divided 
among poli ticians, and hence it costs the State 
20 per cent to collect its taxes, and at least 50 


per cent more to purchiase or erect a public build- 


ing than the same would cost a private citizen. 
Another item in the expenditure for public char- 
ity is the vast number of salaried persons to 
administer the charity. In an article published 
in this paper some time agoggiving the items of 
cost in running a first-class hotel, we referred to 
the extravagance of modern hotel-hfe, which de- 
manded one servant to every four guests in the 
house. It seems that the State institutions for 
the insane, deaf and dumb, blind, and idiotic, 
have reached the same point, and that it requires 
at least one person under salary for every four 
patients. After the liberal allowance of $1,000 
for house-room for each patient, the provision 
for the guardianship, and care, and food of the 
unfortunate seems to be no less liberal. We 
had some years ago a State Penitentiary so man- 
aged that it cost $1,000 a day over and above its 
earnings to care and keep an average of 1,000 
prisoners, —that is to say, each prigofier ate up all 
he earned each day, and one dollar’s worth be- 
side. For a long time this monstrous abuse was 
defended ; it was a portion of the party patrdn- 
age, and it was boldly declared tliat any attempt 
to change the system would be a failure, besides 
injuring the pafty. Finally, there was a change, 
and now the institution pays ite own expenses 
out of its own earnings. While we do not object 
to any proper expenditure for necessary build- 
ings for hospitals and asylums for the insane 
poor, the blind, and the helpless, the 
tendéncy has been to extravagance, and these 
buildings have cost perlaps twice as much as 
was necessary for the end accomplished. Waste- 
fulness is not liberality, and money thrown away 
uselessly is not charity. How far like extrava- 
gance is practiced in the number of the persons 


know, but it will be strange if there be no abuse 
in this particular. One difficulty that has marked 
our legislation on this public-building business 
is that the erection of a public building in one 
part of the State is followed by a demand for 
an appropriation for a like building in some 
other part of the State. Because a. Nor- 
mal School was erected at Bloomington, a 
Normal School had to be located in Southern Illi- 
nois. So the Insane Hospital at Elgin has been 
balanced by another at Anna; 80, to balance the 
State Industrial College at Champaign, there was 
an institution started at Irvington, and, afterthe | 
removal of the State Prison from Alton to Joliet, 
there follows a demand for another State Prison 
at Alton. If the construction of these buildings, 
their management and ‘control, could be sepa- 
rated from politics, and no longer made party 
patronage of, there would be a vast saving in the 
original cost, as well as in the annual ex- 
penditure for maintenance, repairs, and exten- 
sions.

It was only as 
few weeks ago that a Commune was 
hurriedly organized in Chicago which would 
have required but little more fuel to have broken 
out into the same wild, sweeping flames that 
consumed the people of Paris. The fire-brand 
is applied and lynch-law is resorted to from time 
to time in communities that profess civilization, 


where excitation of the passions overcomes the 


control of reason. The sparks ot fanaticism 
flash backward and forward among men and 
women with all the velocity of electricity and still 
greater force. * i 

The time has come to discourage what we call 
popular demonstrations in this country. The 
American character is composite; but there are 
evidences on all sides that the Anglo-Saxon heir- 
loom of phlegm will be overcome by a volatility 
and an excitability akin to the French cbarac- 
teristics, which are the produets partly of our 
climate, partly of the form of our Government, 
and partly of our social customs, The excite- 
ments of a camp-meeting, of a religious re- 
vival, of a heated political campaign, of 
labor strikes, of a Woman’s Temperance Cru- 
sade, and other like demonstrations, are popular 
perils and so many menaces to our Government. 
The European Governments have generally 
taken cognizance of the danger threatened by 
this class of sensational epidemics, and try to 
squelch them at their very inception. When a 
dozen people gather in the streets of London a 
“bobby tells them to move on; when two or 
three men put their heads together in the streets 


of Paris a brace of gensdarmes separate them; | 


the police of Berlin are exceedingly cautious 
how they grant permits for public meetings ; 
and so on.” The freedom of speech and the right 
of petition are too firmly fixed as principles of 
our Government to admit of such extreme exer- 
cise of authority; nor is it in any sense 
desirable that it should be adopted here. But it 
is ali the more necessary on this account that 


the people should guard themselves against the 


dangers of communistic excitements and fanat- 


ical demonstrations. The safety of republican | 


institutions depends upon keeping cool. This 
is the very element which the French and Span- 
ish people lack. It is necessary that the Ameri- 
can people encourage aud develop moderation in 
all things, and discountenance and reprees tur- 
bulence and blustef. The war made us more 
susceptible to sensational influences than we 
were before. We must avoid spasms and con- 
vulsions of every kind. They are infectious and 
fatal. To a less extent, but somewhat in the 
same way, a crusade like that which the women 
have been making on saloon-keepers in certain 
parts of the country is as. dangerous as the 
demonstrations of an organized Commune.

MEDICAL OPINIONS CONCERNING ALCOHOL. 
Dr. Edward Curtis, a prominent physician 
and chemist, and teacher of materia medica and 
therapeutics in one of the colleges of New York, 
has written a letter to the New York Tribune 
upon the question Is alcohol g poison? His 


position upon this subject will undoubtedly sur- | 


prise those who have examined the question 
and have accepted the very generally believed 
theory that alcohol is a poison and not an article 
of food, capable of being absorbed by the sys- 
tem and imparting nourishment to it. The oc 
casion of Dr. Curtis’ letter is an extract from 
Dr. Holland’s reply to Archbishop Puroell's re- 
cent statement that he could not object to aday- 
laborer’s restoring his exhausted strength with 
a glass or two of beer. To this Dr. Holland an- 
awered : 

I may here inform the Archbishop that the alcohol 
that the hodmen are too fond of will not give them 
strength, for God im His wisdom hasso arranged the 
system that as soon as man in his ignorance drinks 
wine, beer, or any kind of liquor containing the poi- 
son alcohol, it is ejected just as it went into the ays- 
tem, without any change. This being the case, I do 
not think there is any strength to be had from aloo- 
hol, 

In answer to this Dr. Curtis shows that the 
latest researches in physiological chemistry have 
placed the action of alcohol in a new light, which 
completely overthrows such sweeping assertions 
as those made by Dr. Holland. The substance 
of the facts which Dr. Curtis presents is as 
follows: Alcohol when drunk is not eject- 
ed from the system unchanged, except in 
trifling amount when taken in an intoxicating 
quantity. On the other hand, it is wholly trans- 
formed in the system, and, by the nature of its 
chemical composition, “ it is capable of yielding 
force which can be used by the economy to do 


| life work.” In other words, within « certain 


limit of dose, alcohol 1s transformed like ordi- 
nary food in the system, without pro- 
ducing any injurious effects, and, as 
it yields useful force, it may be con- 
sidered an article of food which tends to 
restore health. If taken im greater quantity 
than can be utilized as food, Dr. Curtis agrees 
that alcohol acts as s poison. Alcohol thus has 
a douple action. First, it can be used as an 
article of food, producing force without disturb- 
ing the normal functions of the body ; and, sec- 
ond, it may act asapoison and be followed by 
depression and a disturbance of the normal func- 
tions, instead of force. To the question which 
will inevitably occur to every reader, as to the 


fatigued by bodily or mental work; when suffering 
from emotional agitation, as anxiety or fear; when 
worn by loss of sleep, of blood, or by pain, amounts 
of aleohol which ordinarily would flush the 


The most surprising statement made by Dr. 
Curtis, however, is that every person is produc 
ing alcobol in his own still, inasmuch as late ro- 
searches make it more than probable that a cer- 
tain amount of alcohol is regularly formed in the 
animal economy, since a substance answering 
all the tests of alechol has been detected in 
small quantity as an ingredient in the blood 
and secretions of animals and men who have 
taken no alcoholic drink for vears. 

A virtual indorsement of Dr. Curtis’ theories 
may be found in the fifth annual report of the 
Massachusetts Board of Health. In the paper 
on Preventive Medicine, Dr. Bowditch, Chair- 
man of the Board, says: 

Under as judicious guidance, wine, and even 
stronger “liquor, may be occasionally used by the 
ef both sexes, when from some cause there 
youth is evident debility, and consequently there 
may seem to be some reason for their use. 
- « » Advance being made in life, the only

These facts invest the temperance question 
with a novel interest. The old theory that alcohol 
is an absolute poison, and therefore is not only

If, however, it shall eventuate 
that alcohol is, within certain limits, a force- 
producing food, capable of strengthening and 
nourishing the body, and that it is a natural 
production of the animal economy, then the 
theory of the total abstinence advocates of 
course is overthrown. As the theories agnouno- 
ed by Dr. Curtis, and pradtically applied by Dr. 
Bowditch, will be critacally examined by other au-

TILTON’S REPLY TO THE COUNCIL. 

Mr. Tilton, through the columns of 
his paper, the Golden Age, has commented upon 
the proceedings of the recent Congregational 
Council, but throws no new light upon the 
charges against himself and Plymouth Church 


| which led to calling the Council together. The 


most of the article is devoted to a personal deo- 
laration of the right of p member to separate 
from his church by his own sole act—which 
amounts to nothing at all.

With regard to the charge of slandering Mr. 
Beecher, which was the very basis of the Coun- 
cil, Mr. Tilton confines himself to one point—a 
point having really no public interest, although 
it may possess some interest to himself and Ply- 
mouth Chureh.

any such insuficient, frivolous, and evasive purpose 
as simply to reply to a grave charge against him by the 
faint plea that he had been absent for four years. 
What he went there to say in person—and what he did 
say—was, not merely that he had been absent for four 
years,—which would have been a mean man’s base de- 
fense,—but that, having been stigmatized as 6 slan- 
derer, he was there to answer openly to the man whom

Even when they are 
made to full ones, they change few 
votes. It has even become fashionable to accuse

law, no matter how powerfally they spoke. The 
majority could pass any law they wished, without 
taking the trquble to speak. The War, too, 
gave men in power a contempt for the slow 
process by which debate hammers out decision. 
Constitution and - Congressional custom were | 
alike strained. 
Grant beat Lee by massing his regiments and 
crushing opposition by sheer weight of numbers. 
His tactics were transferred td the halls of Con- 
gress. Asthe two parties grow more equal in 
strength, however, we may expect to see argn-

Kf a man will not work who can, 
he ought to die. The fact that he is now alive

keep him alive. Let him care for himself. There

common methods of charity. It is the highest 
humanity to point out the fact that by help- 
ing people who will not help themselves 
a man does his best to condemn them and their

THE OLD MASTERS AND THEIR PICTURES. 
For tue Use oF SOBOLARS AND In ABT. 
By 8 Rob- 


Out of the lives of the famous painters 
have flourished since the revival of Art in 
fourteenth century, with descriptions of their 
most important works, Mies Tytler has woven 
a delightful narrative. It is addressed directly 
to the reader, in the friendly, familiar manner 
of a conversation, and is kept easily within his 
understanding by ap omission of everything like 
learned criticism, or the technical language of 
the schools. An abundance of lively anecdote 
is constantly employed to refresh the attention, 
while the interest and value of the facts present- 
ed furnish a substantial reward. 

Miss Tytler ranges the painters according to 
their time, country, and rank in Art; and so they 
follow each other in chronological sequence 
down tothe present hour.

who was born near Florence, in 1267. Up to his 
time, Italian Art was scarcely worthy of the 
name. The knowledge of Anatomy, which had 
been the glory of the old Greek artists, was well- 
nigh gone, and, in consequence, drawing and 
form were alike untrue. The difficulties of fore- 
shortening had not been mastered; the re- 
sources of landscape-art had not been discover- 
ed; while the idea of portraiture had not yet 
dawned on the mind. But, when Giotto came, 
he breathed a new spirit into painting, and woke 
it into life. He it was who first painted the 
soul as well as the body, who expressed men’s 
passions in theif faces, and gave his figures, in 
outline, tint, and attitude, the actual semblance 
of life and motion. This was an immense ad- 
vance in Art, and entitles him who made it to be 
ranked as the founder of the earliest Italian 
school. ; . 

Of Giotto the pleasant legend is related that, 
when Pope Boniface VIII., desiring to choose a 
painter for the decoration of St. Peter's, sent 
out among the artiste for specimens of their 
skill, he, with one swift, careless sweep of the

The earliest manifestation of pre-Raphaelitism | 


occurred in the beginning of the century, in a 
colony of young Gérman artists assembled in 
Rome, The leaders of the movement were Over- 
beck and Von Cornelius, and their purpose was 
to revive the religious Art of Giotto, 
Oreagna, and Fra Angelico. In the accom- 
plishment of this design, they joined 
the Roman Catholic Church, and pledged 
theraselves to imitate the devout and unworldly 
lives of their chosen guides. Overbeck remained 
trae to the principles adopted in his youth, 
rigidly enforcing them until his death at the age 
of 80 years. His companions and followers, as 
miglut be expected, gradually fell from the faith. 
Even Cornelius, who had a wider and more 
catholic nature than Overbeck, could not heip 
diverging from severe religious art to illustra- 
tions of the German medieval 
The English artists above mentioned adopted 
® modified form of the German pre-Baphaelit- 
ism. They also proposed to return to the school 
of Glotto and Fra Angelico, and recover its ear- 
nest and reverent spirit ; but they refused to re- 
strict themselves within the limits of the Art 
which the early masters practiced. They bound 
themselves to be faithfub to Nature, but not to 
reject secular subjects in an unyielding devotion 
to those of a religious character. Millais has 
wandered from the faith prescribed ; but Hol- 
man Hunt, still faithful to his early thories, has 
produced several noble Scriptural paintings that 
have received the loftiest praise.

THE VENUS Di MILO. 
The Nation of last Thursday contains a letter 
from Paris which makes some strange state- 
ments about the world’s finest statue. It was

now claims to have discovered that the 
lS Was originally made in two pieces, which 
‘were fastened together with wooden pegs, and 
that the two parts have not been Sccurately re-

Another theory is that the statue does not 
represent Venus at all, but Mimerva. It is said 
that the right foot originally rested on a tor- 
toise, and that the Goddess of Wisdom was 
often thus represented. Some of those who find 
Minerva in the matchless form say that the god- 
dess held sword and shieldin her hands. Others 
give her more pacific emblems. The shield the- 


ory bas at least this much of support: that there 


isa mark on the tight knee, which looks—to | 
believers’ eyes—as if the shield held by the 


right hand had rested there. The fact, 


however, that the figure represents vo- 
nus may be safely taken on trust by 


people who have never studied the statue. 
It is taken on.reagon by most of those who have. 


There are a dozen Greek statues in existence 
which are modeled after the Venus di Milo, and 
which undoubtedly represent the Goddess of 
Love. The Museum at Naples contains a smail 


and exquisite copy in bronze, found at Pompeii, 


in which the arms are outstretched, us if in bene- 


diction. 


The Nation's letter partly tells the curious 
story of the way the Venus was preserved from 
harm, during the double siege of Paris. One of 
‘the cellar-walls of the Louvre was hollowed out. 
The statue was taken from its pedestal, 
enveloped in plaster, and put in this hiding- 
place. Bricks were laid before it. A number of 
valuable books were put in front of the brick- 
work, and the original surface of the wall was 
restored: If anybody had discovered that some- 
thing was hidden there, search would have stop- 
ped with the books. 80 the Venus was doubly | 
safe, Statue and books. both escaped. The 
goddess has been safely resurrected, to be wor- 
shiped in the future as ghe has been in the

WORKING BY RULE. 


BY PROF. WILLIAM MATHEWS, OF THE UNIVERSITY 


OF CHICAGO. 


A Boston correspondent of the New York 


Tribune, in speaking of the late Prof. Agassiz, 


-remarks that he was singularly unmetbodical in 
his habits. Men who live and work by rule 
would be puzzled to understand how the great 
scientist contrived to do so much without these 
helps. Agassiz lived and worked by inspiration. 
It he was suddenly seized with an interest in 
some scientific inquiry, he would pursue it at 


once,—putting by, perhaps, other work in which 
he had just got fairly started. ‘I always like to 
take advantage of my productive moods,’ he 


said tome. Thus he often had several irons in 
the fire, only one of which might be ultimately: 


finished. Probably he saw that the last iron 
promised to work up better than the first. He 


never could be made to work like a machine 


turning out a definite quantity at regular inter- 


vals. He never felt bound to regard the rule 
that you must finish one thing before you begin 


another, so emphatically presented in the old 
copy-books.” : | 


The fact here stated concerning Agassi s 
‘| habits points to an important principle of intel- 
. | lectual labor which merits the attention of all 
mental workers. There are some persons who 
seem to think the great end and aim of life is to 


practice the minor virtues. To be courteous, 
punctual, economical in the management of time 


end money,—to do one thing at a time, and never 
to procrastinate,—in short, moral dexterity. and 
handiness,—are qualities which they never tire 
of glorifying, and which, above all others, they 
aim to exempliry in their own lives and charac- 


ters. Almost every liberally-educated man can 


remember some persons of t his claas whom he 


knew in college,—young men who marked 
by their associates for their ensla mt to cer- 
tain stiff, cast-iron rules, more inflexible than 
the laws of the Medes and Persians, so cf ten 
referred to by stump-speakers,—by which they 


regulated their mimutest actions. Over their 
mantels were posted a long string of regu- 
lations, which, at & heroic sacrifice of oo - 


fort, they daily and sedulousiy ob- 
served,—such As these : ** Remember,

and make them run without bitch or creaking ; 
but they do not determine the character of that 
ife. Their only value is derivative, and they 
have no more power to do the business of life 
than a pulley has to lift a weight.

used to say of early rising, that the real question 
was not what time you get up, but what do you 


do when you are up. So method and the im- 
provement of time are important in themselves ; 
but a far more important question is, how do you 
improve your time? It is well to be at your post 
at the very moment the clock strikes the hour; 
bat it is far more important to be abie to dis- 
eharge its duties after you have. got there. 
Mental stature, intellectual power, has not a very 
close relation, we fear, to the virtues of a mar- 
tinet. A wise, thoughtful, useful mana cloar- 
headed reasoner, a profound thinker—may be 
immethodical, dilatory, siovenly, just as a grant 
may be clumsy, awkward, and loose in all his 
make-up. .

gun. We sympathize with him. We respect 
the literary Pharisees, whe tithe mental mint, 
anise, and cummin, with scrupulous regularity ; 
bat we cannot love them. Even in morals, it is 
not the most straight-laoed persons—the ‘‘unco 
guid,” Who never deviate by a bair’s-breadth 
from the path of propriety—that are the best 
Christians,. the best neighbors and citizens, 
parents and children, husbands and wives. John 
Milton has justly denounced those scrupleiste 
“who, when God has set us in a fair allowance 
of way, never leave subtleizing and casuisting 
till they have straightened and pared that liberal 
path into a razor’s edge to walk on.” And the 
wise old Gascon, Montaigne, with his usual sa- 
gacity, observes of systems of conduct gener- 
ally, that a young man ought sometimes o cross 
his own rules,” to awake his vigor, and to keep 
it from growing faint and rusty; for there is 
no course of life so weak as that which is car- 
ried on by rule and discipline.”

It is proven beyond a reasonable doubt that 
alcoholie drink is a social evil, produstive of 
nine-tenths of the erime and poverty existing in 
the ervilized world. To prohibit the manufac- 
ture, sale, and use of it, is considered impossi- 
ble, for two reasons: First, because the great 


majority of the people want it; and, secondly, | 


because the manufacture and sale of aleohol are 
a source of great revenue to the Governments 
of the city and country, and is a staple article 
of commerce. But, granted that the prohibi- 
tion of the manufacture, sale, and use of alco- 
holic beverages 1s in fact impossible, is it also 
impossible to prohibit the sale of alcoholic 
drmks, and to cease giving license to sell auch 
drinks? Certainly not, because it hes already 
been done in a number of communities; and 
what has been done before can be done again. 
True, the prohibition of such manufacture and 
sale was not altogether, in a commercial 
point of view, so satisfactory to those 
temperance communities as 1t might have been, 
for the reason that its manufacture and sal 

were allowed to go on undistarbed ffi neigh- 
boring places in the same country, which had a 
contrary effect on the temperance communi- 
ties from what was expected; and in that the 


temperance societies went too far when they to- 


tally prohibited all kinds of beverages, as wine, 
beer, ale, and porter, even at wholesale. It is 


evident, therefore, that a partial prohibition, like 


a partial cure, will have no effect whatever in 


promoting the result sought for. Of daurse, 


the question to be decided in this matter is, 
whether or not the majority of the people of the 
United States are willing to get rid of drunken- 


ness. If they are, then I have no hesitation in 


saying that they can get rid of it. 
If a majority of American citizens should de- 
cide to instruct their representatives everywhere 
egislate that, after a certain day,— 
say May 1, 1876, - no more licenses for dram 
should be issued, and no sale of alooholic drinks 
of any kind be allowed, what could prevent them 
co their intention and pur-

Now, then, if the sale of alcoholic drinks were 
no longer allowed, aud no more licenses were 
given, those who wanted stimulants of the kind 
would be obliged to buy them at wholesale, in 
no less quantity than a gallon, and drink them 
at home. Can it be doubted, that drunkenness 
in this way would be reduced 75 per cent in a 
few years, because the temptation to drink too 


much would be lessened? It is not probable that 


wives, sisters, or mothers would permit their 
husbands; brothers, or sons, every day, or even 
once or twice a week, to invite companions to 
their homes to drink and play cards with them. 
As for the custom of gentlemento meet at 
saloons, billiard-rooms, or public places of 
amusement, the opportunity to do eo would re- 
main the same, with only this difference: that 
sode-water, seltzer, coffee, tea; chocolate, can- 
Ay, cigars, and the hke, would be served them. 
of which would be, that the number of such 
places would be reduced and the remaining ones 
respectable, because no longer frequented by 
drunkards, loafers,.and professional gamblers, 
who naturally would try to meet in places where 
they, in one way or other, could obtain stimu- 
lanta, and where they would be left alone by 
themselves, under the surveillance of the police 
authorities, and where no decent, honest man 
would dare to show His face.

It seems to me that I propose nothing but
